delicate. Indeed, the British Am- 
bassador was indirectly quoted as 
saying that Britain and the United 
States were treading the path that 
leads to war. 
CAUSES CONCERN. 

The cabled report of the interview 
printed in late editions yesterday 
reached the capital last night and 
was immediately communicated to 
several members of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee. In one or two 
cases the news was considered im- 
portant enough to obtrude upon the 
evening engagements of Senators. 
Then the story dwindled to nothing- 
ness after being interpreted by the 


more conservative news agencies 
from abroad. 
Notwithstanding this latter de- 


velopment, the original sensational 
account gained widespread circula- 
tion. and, it is pointed out will re- 
main as the permanent impression 
of the present relations between 
England and the United States with 
a great many readers of American 
newspapers.

Philadelphia Prelate to be 
Made Cardinal, is Rome 
Report. 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS} 

ROME, Feb. 10. — Archbishop 
Dougherty of Philadelphia will suc- 
‘ceed to the next American cardina- 
ate, according to the view held in 
Vatican circles. The almost unani- 
mous opinion is that his chotce is 
definite. 

The appointment of a new Amer- 
ican cardinal will be made at the 
next consistory early in March. From 
1775 to 1911 America had only one 
cardinal. Pope Pius X, for the first 
time in the consistory of 1911, in- 
creased the number to three. 

Pope Benedict has preserved the 
tradition of Pius X, by keeping the 
number at three, but as the United 
States is the third Catholic power 
in the world, following after Italy 
and France, the prevailing opinion 
has been that the cardinalates in 
the United States would be increased. 

Italy has twenty-one cardinals out 
of fifty-seven; Spain, with 206,000 - 
000 Catholics, has four, and will 
have six, while the United States 
with the Philippine Islands, Porte 
Rico, Guam and Hawail, totaling 
will 
have but half of Spain's representa- 
tion. 

The sacred college after the March 
consistory will number sixty-three, 
of which thirty cardinals will be 
Italian. Seven red hats will be un- 
assigned, the full quota of the sacred 
college being seventy, though this is 
never attained, each pope desiring 
to leave some vacancies for his suc- 
cessor to fill.

LONDON, Feb. 10.—An Irish re- 
publican army, several hundred 
strong, is marching on Skibbereen, 
County Cork, according to reports 
from many sources, says a Central 
News dispatch from Skibbereen to- 
ay. 
5 One hundred Sinn Feiners en- 
tered Skibbereen last night and oc- 
cupied a position near the police 
and military quarters, the dispatch 
adds. The Sinn Feiners cleared pe- 
destrians from the streets and then 
fired several volleys. The few po- 
licemen on duty paid no attention 
and the Sinn Feiners withdrew, de- 
claring their intention of returning 
tonight. Crown military forces ar- 
rived soon after their withdrawal. 

Several clashes have occurred be- 
tween Sinn Feiners and crown 
forces in the Skibbereen district. 
The most serious was February 2, 
when Sinn Feiners, estimated to 
number several hundred, attacked 
a detachment of police between Bur- 
gada and Rosscarbery. The attack- 
ing party was routed, six being 
killed and several wounded.

| PROFESSIONAL MAN'S INCOME TAX | 


BY JOSEPH A. BLONDELL. 


A professional man, aside from the personal exemption, is allowed 
certain other deductions in the conduct of his profession. 

Before explaining the deductions, quoted below are articles from 
Regulations 45: 

Article 104.—A professional man may claim as deductions the cost of 
supplies used by him in the practice of his profession, expenses paid in 
the operation and repair of an automobile used in making professional 
calls, dues to professional societies and subscriptions to professional jour- 
nals, the rent paid for office rooms, the expense of the fuel, light, water, 
telephone, etc., used in such offices and the hire of office aasistants. 
Amounts expended for books, furniture and professional instruments and 
equipment of a permanent character are not allowable as deductions. 

Article 291.—In the case of a professional man who rents a property

Regardiess of whetber he is more suc- 
cessful in eliminating the cow than he was 
in stopping the war, the fact remains that 
his plan for decentralizing industrial cen- 
ters and utilizing the man power that stag- 
nates in agricultural districts during seven 
months of the year is one worthy of the 
consideration of the thoughtful. The drift 
of rural populations to the Gies is one 


that must be checked before poverty can 


be greatly reduced. The cost of living in 
congested commurfities is necessarily high- 
er than in country districts. That is a 
shoal on which many civilizations have 
been wrecked. The Roman emperors 
fought against the centralization of popu- 
lations. Horace wrote his charming odes 
extolling country life at the behest of a 
royal patron who presented to him a mag- 
nificent country villa and gave him a gen- 
erous pension on condition that he would 
devote his talents to popularizing rural life. 

Those odes have survived the decadence 
of Rome, but they could not prevent it. 
In fact, their effect was the opposite of 
their intent; for the indolent inhabitants 
of the Italian cities preferred living in 
town and taking mental excursions into the 
country through the medium of those odes 
to what they considered tlie humdrum lite 
of agricultural communities. 

Perhaps Mr. Ford will be able, however, 
to improve on Horace. For Horace sought 
only to make country life pleasant, while 
the genius of the flivver proposes to make 
it profitable: and the lure of profit is one 
of the strongest incentives to human activi- 
ties. When the country is able to offer bet- 
ter wages and cheaper living costs than 
the towns, with equi! educational opportu- 
nities and diversions, the drift to the cities 
will cease. 


EWS NOT BOLSHEVISTS. 7 
The American Jewish Committee has 
issued a protest against the propaganda 
Dow being widely disseminited accusing 
Jews of being Bolshevists and especially of 
being leaders in the Russian soviet regime. 
Ihis statement has gained color from the 
fact that Trotzky was born a Jew. It is 
stated, however, that he has had no connec. 
tion with this people other than birth of a 
Jewish family. No other prominent leaders 
of the movement in Russia are Jews: it is 
also shown that a number of the leading 
men of the counter-soviet parties are Jews. 
A book, recently published in London. 
“The Protocols of the Wise Men of Ziot.” 
has been in circulation in manuscript form 
for seweral years. This book professes to 
prove “that the Jews, in conjunction with 
the Free Masons, have for centuries engaged 
in conspiracy to produce revolution and an- 
archy by means of which they hoped to 
attain the control of the world by the es- 
tablishment of some sort of despotic rule.“ 
Founded upon this publication, an English 
paper and one American paper—the Dear- 
born Independent—the Ford organ, have 
been publishing a series of attacks upon 
the Jews. 
The American jewish Committee, which 
includes such men as Louis Marshall, Cyrus

series of articles. contending that the Jews 
are largely responsible for Bolshevism and 


are the “cause of the world unrest,” ad- 


mits: “We have said that this document 
flashes a blaze of light, and so it does, but 
whether this document is genuine or not, 
whetber the biaze of light is true or false, 
can only be judged by internal evidence and 
probabilities; We may say at once that 
Nilus—responsible for the English version— 
advances nothing in the nature of real evi- 
dence to prove.the document and that his 
account of how it came into his hands con- 
sists of assertion only, without evidence to 
support it.” 

The Dearborn Independent, however, do- 
¢lares the protocols to be genuine and on 


this evidence bases its attack upon the 


Jewish race. 
The history of the Jews throughout the 


“ages has shown them a race given to peace 


and order—a race which has stood for reli- 
gion and the family. In the United States 
we have had many valuable and distjn- 
guished citizens who were Jews; as a class 
they have been loyal and law-abiding. A 
large number of Jews, many of them Rus- 
sian Jews, served with our army throughout 
the war and were commended for their bril- 
Mant record as soldiers. f 
The Jewish Committee, representing a 
very large number of the Jewish citizens 
of the United States, now appeals to the 
spirit of justice and fair-mindsdness of true 
Americans against the campaign of lying 
and slander now going on. It declares that 
“the protocols ‘were manufactured in Rus- 
sia, under bureaucracy, and the ammunition 
with which the campaign is conducted bas 
been furnished out of the arsenal of impe- 
rialistic Germany and by those whp are 
seeking, to restore the Hapsburgs, the Ho- 
henzollerns and the Romanoffs to their for- 
mer thrones. Ancient hatred and unrea- 
soning prejudice and a failure to under- 
stand and know what the Jew really is are 
likewise responsible for the readiness with 
which these falsehoods have been accepted 


by those who are ever willing to believe 


evil of their fellow-men.” 5
